Timely graduation scholarships for 
this school year’s spring and summer 
terms will be offered to those who can 
show that attending summer terms 
will help them graduate faster, 
Stevenson said.

The applications ask students to plot 
out.a graduation plan and show how 
taking courses during spring and sum- 
mer term will speed up their gradua- 
tion. : 

“They're given mostly to juniors 
and seniors, but we’ll give them to 
someone else if they can show how it 
will help them graduate sooner,” 
Stevenson said. 

Officials at BYU’s colleges will 
decide who gets the scholarships. 
Both part- and full-tuition scholar- 
ships will be awarded.

summer. A full credit load will cost 
$550 a term this summer and $400 a 
term next summer. 

“This scholarship program will tide

With pre-existing conditions, there 
are more loopholes than there are 
loops, Nelson said. 

A second option creates competition 
between health systems rather than 
individual doctors.

Land negotiations ongoing 
for new river bottom park

Provo City plans to build a new park 
after negotiating with a developer and 
neighboring citizens about the devel- 
opment details.

A neighborhood park is designed to 
serve fewer people and is equipped 
with tennis courts, volleyball courts, 
picnic tables and some grass fields. 

“The city master plan dictates that a 
piece of land that large should serve 
as a community park,” said Alan 
Parkinson, BYU associate professor 
of mechanical engineering and neigh- 


“borhood resident. 


Community parks have baseball and 
soccer fields and some of the facilities 
present in a neighborhood park. It can 
be used by more people than a neigh- 
borhood park. 

“The city committee voted to devel- 
op a community park. The plans are 
still in the works, but it has basically 
been agreed on,” he said. “The plans 
still have to come before the planning 
commission for an approval next 
month before anything can begin.” 

The city must also negotiate to 
acquire the land for the park. The city 
council and planning commission are 
in the middle of negotiating a ““com- 
plicated compromise wherein devel- 
oper Glen Cook will be swapping 
riverfront property with the city,” 
Parkinson said. 


The developer will be trading river- ° 


front property “for land of lesser 
value, but he will be able to build a 
professional office complex if he 
agrees to swap land with the city,” he 
said. 

If the city gets the riverfront proper- 
ty, it will be eligible to receive federal 
funding for park construction, he said. 

“It’s a compromise for everyone. 
Everyone gets something, but every- 
one will give up something too,” he 
said. “The city gets the land and can 
apply for funds; citizens get a 13 1/2 
acre park and the developer will con- 
tribute $100,000, but he also gets to 
build offices.”

Truck rerouting, minor violence 
results of nationwide shutdown

A nationwide truck shutdown orga- 
nized by the group “American 
Truckers For Justice” has produced 
isolated incidents of violence in 
Midwestern states and has had some 
impact on local drivers. 

Local trucking companies have 
received reports from interstate dri- 
vers that truck windshields were shot 
out in Illinois and Ohio and that tires 
were slashed in Pennsylvania, said 
David Cartwright, vice president of 
Rapid Transit Motor Freight in Salt 
Lake City. 

“The shutdown gives some rebel- 
lious souls an excuse to flex their 
muscles and cause some problems,” 
he said. 

The shutdown was originally sched- 
uled for Nov. 11-17 to protest recent 
legislation and trucking issues but 
vandals shot out truck windows in 
Youngstown, Ohio, the day before it 
was supposed to start, Cartwright 
said. 

“None of the trucks that we work 
with have completely shut down, but 
they only want to go places that aren’t 
far from their home or their main ter- 
minal,” said Thalia Gorton, an 
employee of FSP Transportation in 
Provo. “They won’t go anywhere they 
think is dangerous. That really cuts 


back on our business because there 
are a lot of places they won’t go.” 

Gorton said local drivers were espe- 
cially unwilling to travel routes 
through Ohio and other Midwestern 
states. 

“A lot of guys just said.they were 
going to take a few days off to let 
things cool down, but the general con- 
sensus was, ‘I’ve got bills to pay, ve 
got to keep going,”” he said. 

The shutdown also affected business 
at some local truck stops. A slight 
decrease in drivers traveling local 
routes caused a small drop in fuel
